French School to Open Jane 28 
With Residence in Douglas Hall 

Enrolment of returned scmcemcn and other qualified stc- 
dents in the University's fourth summer session begins this morn- 
ing with a general meeting of all those in the veterans' section 
proper at 9:00 in Moyse Hall. Registration and payment of fee 
will be carried on throughout the day, both in tl|e special veterans' 
section and in the regular Science Summer School, lectures in 
both divisions will commcnrc tomorrow morning, Tuesday, May 
29. Dr. W. H. Hatcher, Professor of Chemistry and .\ssistant Dean 
of'the Faculty of Arts and Science, is administrative director of 
both these divisions. * 
In addition to the above 
courses, the annual French Sum- 
mer School will open its six 
weeks' program on Thursday, 
•June 28, taking up residence in 
Douglas Hall with lectures 
largely in the Arts Building. 
Under the direction of Profes- 
sor J. L. Darbelnet, Chairman 
of the Department of Romance 
Languages, the school concerns 
itself 'with French language and 
literature, and is conducted in 
French at all times both in and 
out of classes. 

CnrricuU for Veterans 

The yetenna' division of the sum* 
mer session fall! into three cate> 
gorics„as follows: - (a) second-term 
courses' In the special veterans' ses- 
■loh which bejap in January; these 
students will thus complete their 
first year and be eligible to enter 
second' year in October; (b) first- 
term courses for those entérine the 
university for the first time; and 
(c) refredier courses in first and 
second years of Engineering, for 
students wishing to equalize their 
standings before the fall. 
' It may. be possible for a student 
in category (b) to talte both first 
and- second terms at the same time, 
providing a satisfactory timetable 
can be arranged. The regular Sci- 
ence Summer School and the French 
Summer School are also open to 
veterans. Registration in the veter- 
ans' division is at present approxi- 
mately 90, and is expected to be 
over 100 when the session actually 
opens. 

Demand DecUnct 

With the 'decrease in the demand 
for technical specialists in the arm- 
ed services, enrolment in the 
Science Summer School has fallen 
off "considerably, being approxi- 
mately SO this year as compared 
with 119 In 1044. Lectures will Anlsh 
on Aug. 20, with examinations, fol- 
lowing immediately: courses . are 
being offered in the departments 
of Chemistry, Economics and Poll-

Dr. Wilder G. Fenfield, Director 
of the Montreal Neurological Insti- 
tute and Professor and Chairman 
of the Department of Neurology 
and Neurosurgery of McGlU Uni- 
versity, was given an honorary de- 
gree in medicine at the annual con- 
vocation of the University of Mont- 
real, held at the U. of M.'s new 
building on Friday afternoon. Msgr. 
Joseph Charbonneau, Archbishop of 
Montreal and chancellor of the Uni- 
versity presided. 

Premier Maurice Duplcssis of 
Quebec had been expected . to be 
present, but was prevented from 
arriving at the last minute, and his 
honorary . degree was conferred in 
absentia. Sir Thomas Chapais, gov- 
ernment leader in the provincial 
upper house, was also among those 
honored, as were Hon. Charles Dun- 
ning, former federal Minister of 
Finance, and Jacques Marltaln, for- 
merly professor of philosophy at 
the university and recently ap- 
pointed French minister to the 
Vatican.

treasurer of the Sun Life Company 
of Canada,' Rev. Brother Charles- 
Jules, Charles A. Laurendeau, K.C., 
Dr. J. E. Desrochers, Edouard Bl- 
ron. Henri Ledoux, T. T. Smythe, 
general manager of the Montreal 
City and District Savings Bank. 
Snint Elme de Champ. Gustave Tou- 
pin, Dr. L. A. Cendreau. and Henry 
Laureys, Canadian minister to Peru.

Honored 

The Canadian Council of the Soc- 
iety of Chemical Industry has rec- 
ently announced the award of the 
Society of Chemical Industry Med- 
al for 1044 to Dr. Otto Maass, chair- 
man of the Department of Chem- 
istry at McGIU University, In rec- 
ognition of his outstanding con- 
tribution to chemistry in Canada. 

Dr Maass, who holds the degrees 
of B.A. and M.Sc' from McGlIl as 
well as a Ph.D. from Harvard and 
an honorary Ll.D. (1041) from the 
University of Manitoba, has been a 
professor of physical chemistry 
here since 1017. 

The study of the chemistry of 
cellulose hat been his chief con- 
tribution; he has for many years 
been closely associated with the 
pulp and paper industry, and is 
Consulting Physical Chemist and 
General Director of the Pulp and 
Paper Research. Institute of Can- 
ada. During the war he has been 
Director of Chemical Warfare In 
the Department of National De- 
fence, as well as being Assistant to 
the President of the National Re- 
search Council.

Special Convocation 
For Noted Jurist 
Held April 19 

At a special Convocation held in 
Moyse Hall on Thursday, April 10. 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Civil Laws was conferred on Pro- 
fessor Rene Savatler. profeuor^f 
law at the University ot PolUres^ 
France, at the conclusion ot his two 
months' stay at McGiU University 
as guest lecturer in the Faculty ot 
Law. 

Professor Savatier was presented 
for his degree by Dr. C. S. LeMe- 
surler. Dean of the Faculty of Law, 
following a brief introductory 
speech by Chancellor Morris W. 
Wilson, who officiated, at the cere- 
mony. The Convocation was presid- 
ed over by Principal F. Cyril James 
with representatives \0f Senate and 
of the Board of Governors present 
on the platform. The Reverend F. 
W. Norwood, minister of St. James 
United Church, offered the open- 
ing and closing prayers. ^ 

Professor Savatler, who came to 
Canada as' representative both of 
the legal profession of France and 
of the French resistance movement, 
was tendered this special Convoca- 
tion in view ot his Inability to re- 
main here until the time ot the 
present ceremony. 



Over $12, 000 Contributed by Students to War Memorial 
In Cash, Pledges; Large Donations from Military Units

The final returns for the' campus' 
share in the McGIll War Memorial 
Campaign show that $12,488.35 have 
been collected directly in cash and 
pledges from students. One-slxth*» 
of this total or $2,085.35, was con- 
tributed in cash. The pledges will 
be fulfilled during the next' two 
academic sessions, when more con- 
tributions will also be received 
from Incoming freshmen. 

HighlighU of the table of final 
returns made up by the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Students' Society 
are the follovying: over 40% of the 
total collected from students of 
R.V.C., 516 of whom'gave $5,012.85; 
and an item of $2,418.50 contribut- 
ed by 277 Engineers. 

Added to the $12,488.35 collected 
directly from the students are: $6,- 
BOO from the disbanded University 
Air Squadron; f 1,500 from the Uni- 
versity Naval Training Division; 
and an expected $20.000 from the 
McGlU Contingent of the C.O.T.C. 
This last Item Is made up ot the 
definite sums of $3,000 from a 
special reserve fund made up most- 
ly of M.R.T.B. camp-pay deductions 
and $5,000 from the Corps Reserve 
Funds -accumulated prior to 1942 
as a .donation from volunteer cddeii 
of that period; the remaining item, 
$12,000 will be taltcn from C.O.T.C. 
cadets' headquarters pay, If the 
pay meets the expectations of the 
Regimental Committee of the 
C.O.T.C.

In addition, 
however, there will be more locker 
rooms, special activity^ rooms, and 
an extra gymnasium on the north- 
east which would be continuous 
with present gym'nasium floors and 
separatcr from them by folding 
doors.

The cost of building, according to 
a recent article in the McGilt News, 
will therefore be somewhat in 'ex- 
cess of $300.000, and therefore the 

campaign objective is a mmimum 
of $400,000. It is presumed that part 
of this sum will go towards a main- 
tenance-fund for the gymnasium. 

The Graduates' Society's cam- 
paign was launched at a special 
dinner on May 21, in the Sir Arthur 
Currie Memorial Gymnasium, and 
an official announcement of results 
to date will be made at Convoca- 
tion on Wednesday, May 30. At the 
banquet, some 500 members of the 
Soilety heard guest-speaker Col.

Rev. F. S. Mackenzie 
Conducts Service 
In Moyse Hall 

Principal F. Cyril James deliver- 
ed the Baccalaureate sermon at the 
annual Convocation- Baccalaureate 
Service in Moyse . Hall yesterday 
morning, the Reverend F. Scott 
Mackenzie, M.A., D.D., O.C.L., of- 
ficiating. An Innovation this year 
was the wearing of academic dress 
by those graduates attending. 

The Principal chose as his text, 
"These things .1 ' Have spoken unto 
you that, in me, ye might have 
peace."— John. XVI, 33 He spoke 
of "the respite from tragedy and 
terror that has been won . by the 
armies of the United Nations, and 
recalled the contributions of Mc- 
Gill men in effort and sacrifice to 
that victory. He recounted a portion 
of the history of the time of Christ, 
in particular that portion surround- 
ing Christ's last long conversation 
with His disciples: and he offered 
Christian idealism as a guiding 
spirit to the complicated formula- 
tion of the peace. 

"Indeed I would suggest to you," 
he said, "that every forward step 
In the long march of human pro- 
gress has occurred when men un- 
derstood, and practised in some 
measure, the commandments that He 
gave to his disciples ... Every one 
of you has an important part to 
play, whether you attain high of- 
fice or live out your days as simple 
citizens of a small community . . . 
The only lastinR peace Is th.nt which 
is deep-rooted in Ihe minds of indi- 
vidual men and women."

■■' With cries of victory in our ears and the 
lightening of restrictions inlfuUlview, with re- 

^'gar(l to. employment and amusement, the grad 
uating class this year faces a peculiar situation 
True, the war in Europe is over, and with it the 

"compulsion to join up or enter war work, bu ; 
there is still the war with Japan to be won, as 
both Great Britain and the United States have 

..emphasized. There is no one, student. or other, 
who can calmly pass this over. 

What, then, does it add up to? Students 
have been permitted throughout the war to re 
main at their studies by a government quick to 
realise the essential qualities of trained person 
nel. ..for those .who are graduating, h.owever^ 
there remains a problem. The government has 
left the question entirely up .to the person in 
volved. No one will be forced to enter the eer 
vices or to do war work. Still, arc students w-ho 
have been educated to think going to accept'this 
action and let things' slide? . ■ ' ' 

Our country, has a duty to perform for*]â^, 
naoeracy and for all the free peoples of Hhé 
world. The atrocities of the Nazis, the din'e^aYc 
by them of the rights of other nations, have 
been duplicated and oftea extended by thé 
Japanese. Canada entered the war against Ger 
many for two reasons; because she realized that 
by helping the mother country she would 'pro- 
tect herseiff and also in defcnse.of.^ll the sacred 
principles of democracy and fair play for which 
Canada . stands, along with the many nations 
who suffered under Germany's tyranny. 

Canada should wage total war with Japan 
for the same two reasons, except that the danger 
from, the Orient is a more direct one,, since there 
is no one, as Great Britain and France in tho 
Atlantic, between this continent and the aggres- 
sor to take the burden for us. We stand as one 
with the United States in our responsibility, as 
we have stood at one with her in our continental 
peace. 

Have we forgotten Pearl Harbor? Have we 
forgotten just how closely the Japanese came 
to overcoming the American islands in the Pa- 
cific? Britain herself has not forgotten, for she 
is exerting an effort in the Pacific that does 
credit to any nation. Are we to shy away from 
the just demands for assistance that the U.S.A. 
would make from us at this time? Shall the 
war in the Pacific be prolonged because Cana- 
dians think they have done enough, when every 
other nation is now concentrating on winning 
the war in the Pacific so that we may all go 
home and lick our wounds together, so that all 
may have an equal share in reluming the world 
to its feet and seeing that it stays there? 

Canada is said to be taking a leading part 
in the post-war reconstruôtion , plans.. This is 
possibly true, but how caii we expect other na- 
tions to follow our plans if we are going to sit 
idly back at this second crisis, because we feel 
we have done enough for the first? When the 
war annals are read in the future, Canada will 
stack up pretty well with the other nations for 
the European war; but what about the Pacific? 

Our position is clearly outlined. We still 
have a job to do, there is still a war to win be- 
fore any Canadian can truly celebrate the 

Eeace. And the ways that we can be of most 
elp are easy tp see. The crop reports for this 
year show that every country in the world is 
relying on us for food. Industrial réports show 
that we are still . third on the list in producing 
armaments. Our natural resources which are 
vitally needed have been emphasized in tho 
news reports. Our job is one of supplying the 
needs of the fighting countries. But this is not 
all. We can supply the tools, and we can also 
supply men. This is what faces the graduate 
today. V-E Day is not only thé concision of 
B-.war, it is the beginning of .- a ; concentrated 
effoH. ;to secure , final peace th'roiighout the 
world.

Siestion of what to do upon graduating, and 
at is to carry on now as those who have grad- 
uated in the past six years have done in order 
that, we may have a final peace for those who 
jrill graduate in the fntura. 



Of the tremendous barrage of history-mak- 
ing headlines, special news bulletins, and extras 
that we have had already this year, the one 
which caused more people to stop and think was 
the announcement of the death of President 
Roosevelt. In Mr. Roosevelt most people con- 
sidered they had a friend, for he stood for those 
ideals which we all fondly hope will someday 
materialize. And more than that,, he acted in 
those ideals. To the Americans he was a guide 
and a leader; to us he was the symbol of the 
true spirit of America which lies, and will cou' 
tinue to do so, under all the tinsel publicity of 
bobby-sock heroes and the mustard-haloed hot 
dog. 

McGill itself had the pleasure, only last year, 
of honoring President Roosevelt at a Special 
Convocation in Quebec. It is seldom that Uni 

versity officials will leave the college to confer 
a degree, but McGill could do no leas for so 
important and so intelligent a man. Our one 
regret is that he lived for such a short time fol 
lowing. Roosevelt was the outstanding example 
of the tj'pe of man which McGill seeks to train 
within its walls, and he, as the holder of a Mc- 
Gill degree, has shown the way for us to follow 
in the future. 

No other nifin who has received a McGill 
degree personifies so aptly as did Roosevelt the 
motto of our college "Grandeseunt aucta 
labore."

Canadian University Press offers, in con 
nection with this contest, a most sincere appre 
ciation to several sources. First of all, to John 
Bracken, donor of the trophy, which marks a 
new plinse in the course of Canadian university 
journalism; not only^by stimulating it to greater 
efforts, but in making it more than ever aware 
of its responsibilities in the much-neglected dC' 
partment of editorializing.

•Tor Whom The Bell Tolls," the 
formidable' screen version of 
Ernest Hemingway's celebrated 
novel, is to say the least an inter- 
estins picture. It is faithful to the 
book to the degree that it has hard- 
ly altered the story, but it brushes 
aside In relatively few minutes that 
part of the narrative which Mr. 
Hemingway takes the first half of 
his book to tell. It is beautifully 
filmed In technicolor; it 1» excel- 
lently directed in breadth and in 
detail; and it contains some ot the 
best acting of this or any year, in- 
cluding the Academy Award per- 
formance of the great Greek act- 
ress Katina Paxinou. 

But "For Whom The Bell ToUs" 
is not quite a permanently great 
picture. It la melodrama, obscured 
by color and atmosphere and good 
acting, but melodrama none the 
less— and occasionally it makes, no 
bones about showing itself un- 
ashamedly In the pure and naked 
state. Yet it has realism, and very 
well-constructed suspense; and 
Miis Paxlnou's magnificent per 
formance is followed at no great 
distance by those of Ingrid Berg' 
man (whose hysterics at the end 
are extraordinarily, done), Akim 
Tamiroff, Joseph Caileia, and 
whole host of others; and Gary 
Cooper is little different from 
previous roles, but no less enjoy- 
able on that account It would be a 
pity to miss it.

Much has been said concerning 
the advisability of Party Govern 
ment, and once again the question 
of its wisdom arises as the nation 
sets out to elect the men who wiU 
govern it for the succeeding five 
years. 

, Consider, any one party's whole 
political action is clearly outlined 
before the election. If a man it act 
ing for that party, he himself 
should believe in all that the party 
proposes. Once in government it is 
his duty to see that his party follows 
the election platform It outlined. If 
it changes, it is his duty to vote 
against his own party. In general 
this works pretty well, for it it the 
major issues that are more fre- 
quently the subjects on which the 
various parties disagree, and only 
a united and strong body ol men 
could put through a major bill, or 
could make any major change. 

So much for generalization. In 
the elections which are being held 
June II, there are three major par' 
ties contesting for seats. When you 
vote you must weigh the evidence 
for and against each party, and 
most important, vote for that man 
who represents your own views and 
will see that they - are. carried 
through. ' 

It is quite often the case that your 
own views will be fairly evenly 
distributed between two or more 
of the contending parties. For in 
stance, you may approve of the Lib 
eral method of handling war econ- 
omy, of the FrogressIve-Conserva< 
tive foreign policy, and of the CCF 
socialistic method for controlling 
public services. When you set out 
to vote you should have decided 
which party will carry through the 
Ideas which you consider most im- 
portant If at the present time you 
consider our foreign policy the 
most important feature of our 
government you should vote for 
the man who represents the 
party which will most closely 
carry out your ideas on what our 
foreign relations should be. 

Consider carefully the party you 
would like to see in power, make 
certain it Is the one that most close- 
ly represents your own opinion. 
After all. elections are held for that 
very purpose, that the government 
will represent the opinion of the 
majority of the citizens which it 
governs and will act accordingly. It 
Is your personal responsibility to 
see that Canada It governed at you 
see fit You have the right ... use

Tolerance 

If there is one word which can 
adequately answer the question ol 
what this war is all about, that 
word Is undoubtedly Tolerance. 
Children learn tolerance as the 
Golden Rule— but understanding it 
the leaven which brings learninR 
into adulthood, and too often chil- 
dren are taught by rote without 
ever being made to understand. 

That lack of understanding be- 
comes evident in one ot two ways: 
either in frank intolerance, man- 
ifested in prejudice and hate, oi 
else in the paradoxical attitude oi 
antagonism to the mass, but accept- 
ance of the acceptable individual. 
With blind intolerance, argument 
is futile; but with paradoxical in- 
tolerance, discussion may be a two- 
sided revelation. For a man who 
treats his acquaintances as indivi- 
duals can easily treat as individuals 
those he has never meV— and, since 
a man has the right to like or dis 
like any individual he pleases, he 
may dislike every member of a 
group, and yet not be intolerant 

For tolerance means that no 
matter how many persons of his 
acquaintance a man dislikes, he 
will treat a person whom he meets 
for the first time as a complete in 
dividual, without applying to him 
any preconceived stigmata of the 
group to which that person belongs. 

This misconception of tolerance 
exists tin both sides— for msny 
member of a persecuted minority 
has been so conditioned to intol 
erance that he cannot realize when 
he is being treated at an individual, 
and damns as intolerant to the 
mass a person who calls him down 
as an individual. 

The answer? The answer is edu 
cation. Let us adopt for good, one 
of Hitler's most effective methods 
for evil— let a child be taught toi 
erance, and taught to UNDER 
STAND tolerance, from the first 
day he enters school. And when he 
returns home, let him find no con' 
tradictory attitude, no modiflcft' 
tiont of that principle. For then 
and only then, will the Four Fre» 
doms really work.

(These jigtircs. which arc correct as of approximate- 
ly V-E Day, May Dili, were kindly furnished by Mr. R. C. 
Tctlterslnnchanzh, custodian fnr the University and the 
Graduates' Society of McGiU's War Records.) 

5,383 students, peist students, groduotcs, and staff 
members of ihc University enlisted in the octivc services 
of Ccnodo, Ihc United Stotcs, and other United Notions. 
Of this total ... 

278 were from Mocdonold College; 

121 were octivc members of the teaching 
staff of the University; 

591 were enrolled in the forces of the 
United Stotcs; 

310 were women; ^ 

1,262 hod been students of the University 
ot or since the outbrcok of wor, and 
had interrupted their courses in order 
to volunteer for octivc "service. 

278 of the total were casualties, listed os 
killed or missing on octivc duty. 

51' were prisoners of war. 

311 had been decorated for outstanding 
service; among these awords were 21 
different British decorations ond 13 
foreign, the latter including Amcri- 
con, French, Czech, Belgian, and 
Polish. 

Altogether, including reserve army duty ond tpcciol 

civilian wortimo oppointmcnts, 6,219 men ond women 
of McGill hod served their country and their university 
in time of war.

Of C.U.P.'s 17 member-papers, 
seven submitted copies of five 
editorials, written and published 
by each during the 1944-4S session. 
Other competitors were: The Ubys- 
scy (U.B.C.), The Sheaf (U. of Sas- 
Ijatcliewan), Tlie Maniloban (U. of 
M.), The Varsity (U. of Toronto), 
The Queen's Journal (Queen's U.), 
and The McGill Dally (McGili). 

According to the statement of the 
judging committee's chairman, Mr. 
Purcell, The Dalhousie Gazette 
"was selected both lor clarity of 
expression and for development of 
thought in its edi(orials ... its 
editorials were logical, concise . . 
Tlic selection of subject matter wa.-. 
interesting, timely and intelligent." 
The committee's decision was 
unanimous. 

Plar.!! for don?fion of the Bracken 
Editorial Trophy were completed 
three months ago, and a glass-en- 
cased marble-based trophy was de- 
signed. The National Executive of 
C.U.P.. consisting of The McGill 
Daily, (President and Secretary), 
The Brunswickan, (Vicepresident 
for the Maritimes). The Varsity, 
(Quebec-Ontario Vice - president), 
and The Ubyssey, (Western Vice- 
president), drew up a set of rules 
to govern the annual award of the 
trophy, and invited a committee o( 
three outstanding Canalian journal- 
ists to choose the winning paper. 
E.ieh of the competitors had to sub- 
mit its five best cdUorials of the 
session. 

Judgment of the editorials sub- 
mitted was, according to the rules 

drawn up the National Executive, 
on an entirely non-political basis. 
For coming sessions, it is planned 
to make only editorials on "national 
affairs, or topics of nation-wide 
scope" eligible for the award.

TWO CANADIAN CLASSICS 
Out of the eleven Canadian 

novels publi.'-hed in the last twelve 
months, "The Hollow Men" by 
Bruce Hutchison, and "Two Soli- 
tudes" by Hugh MacLennan will j 
probably become classics. They arc 
outstanding in every respect: the 
theme is important, the composition 
excellent, the characters vivid, and 
through both one feels the breath 
of talent, that something which de- 
fies analysis and gives power and 
vigor. Hugh MacLennan and Bruce 
Hutchison probably rank with 
Leacock and Hemon. 

Both novels deal with Canada, 
yet the "Hollow Men" has a uni- 
versal meaning. It shows the prob- 
lem of man's eternal quest for a 
meaning in life. "Two Solitudes" 
examines the problems of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. The novels resemble 
each other, for in both, doubt, dis- 
illusionment, prejudice and ignor- 
ancè slowly make way for a better 
understanding. 

"The Hollow Men" tells of the 
struggles of Leslie Duncan, political 
reporter, who tries to find a pur- 
pose in his generation. He is torn 
between the peace and strength ol 
his country home by the Fraser 
River, and his desire to find truth 
in the worldr of Ottawa and Wash- 
ington. He meets the great, the 
near-great, the unimportant, all liv- 
ing in "unreality and detachment". 
He despairs of finding truth. "Yes, 
(Leslie told himself) you giants 
here, you clever and powerful men, 
you have been right about shadows 
The substance you never touched 
and never suspected." 

The mood of the book, the quest 
and bitterness, are reminiscent of 
Thomas Wolfe. Tlie style is heavy, 
at times awkward, sometimes with 
a flash of restralnid fury. The char 
acters are well drawn and the 
atmosphere magnificent. 

"Two Solitudes" is similar to 
Hugh MacLennan's first novel 
"Barometer Rising". The scope of 
the second book is larger. It in 
eludes all Quebec, the farmers with 
Ihcir priests, the city people with 
their businessmen, the in-between, 
the lost and restless. 

The two heroes of the book are 
"in-betweens". Athanaso Tallard 
the Seigneur, tries to be both 
French and English; his failure 
causes his death. Paul Tallard, his 
son, feels both races stirring within 
him. He is accepted by neither, and 
has to fight against the prejudices 
of both. 

The style of "Two Solitudes" is 
smooth and easy to read, yet it 
lacks the enthusiasm of the first 

novel. Numerous descriptions give 
it a documentary value. Unlike 
Hutchison, Hugh MacLennan is ob 
jcctive. What lyricism there is, 
deals with the author's love for his 
country. He explains that the two 
races of Quebec dislike entirely in 
tlic Kioup, nc\Ti- as individuals 



"And' the result of these two group 
legends", he continues, "was a Can- 
ada oddly naive, so far without any 
real villains, without overt cruelty 
or criminal memories, a country 
strangely innocent in its growing 
indi\'idu.-i': ccnimon sense, intent on 



doing the right thing in the same 
way children arc, tongue tied be- 
cause it felt others would not be 
interested in what it had to say: 
loyal, skilled and proud, race 
memories lonely in great spaces."

Xn the lield of drama, Montreil 
liai taken a great ttep forward this 
spring. Under the sponsorship of 
the Montreal Festivals and the 
Màhtreal Repertory Theatre, the 
Shakespeare Society presented a 
production of the play Much Ado 
About Nothing which has never 
quite been equalled before by local 
- organizations has turned out to be 
'an astounding achievement, climax^ 
ing ah increasingly suecessfur'kea- 
son. All over the city, independent 
groups seem to have taken on a 
new and interesting note of exper- 
imentation. We have seen the for- 
mation of the Canadian Art The- 
atric, we have had a steady stream 
of wellrprepared productions from 
the:M.R.T., the y.M.H.A. and many 
others, and here in our own De- 
partment of English vip have seen 
new and promising ideas put into 
action whicli have proved both suc- 
cessful and useful. 

The last really large- Shake- 
spèarean presentation that was 
given in Montreal was, of course, 
the unforgettable Margaret Webster 
production of "Othello" which play- 
ed, hire last autumn with Paul 
Robison and Jose Ferrer. It was 
the sort of acting that brought to 
life the full impact of Shake- 
spearian tragedy, and left a stand- 
rd almost too high to be realized 
y amateur groups. The choice of a 
comedy, therefore, was indeed a 
wise one. 

"Much Ado" is not one of Shake- 
speare's greatest pieces of writing, 
it must be admitted, for, unlike 
most of the works of the great 
master, it contains a poorly con- 
structed, notably inconsistent char- 
acter in Claudio — quite a despic- 
able hero. In spite of this the play 
has a witty vitality which lends 
itself completely to a humorous 
production, Shakespeare's plays 
are literary works of art. but with 
the life of the actor breathed into 
them, they become something 
almost unbelievably human and 
enduring. The characterizations are 
full and rich, the situations accept- 
able, evenl^odj^i^and the emotions 
both unders)«i(îing and under- 
standable. 

The .continuity of a Shake- 
spèarean play has often been found 
a difficulty, one which has proved 
to be a -severe stumbling block to 
the unity of the play. It was with 
this problem that the production 
group of Much Ado were really 
successful. With the aid o( n unit 
setting and unit lightlns. and pe- 
riodic music so typical of the Eli- 
zabethan stage, the scene transi- 
tions were smooth, almost to the 
point of non-existence — a high 
achievement Indeed. The set was 
probably the most interesting part 
of the production, for although so 
different from the popular box set. 
it gave no effect of strongcncss to 
the audience. With the aid of a few 
technical details, the set was built 
to' blend with the hall, 'and the 
hea%'y curtain and the proscenium 
arch were eliminated entirely.

The effect of simplicity which 
resulted from this set gave rise to 
an air of sincerity that wSs carried 
through by the 'acting. Simpliclly, 
it seems, has always been found à 
useful implement, and yet has often 
been completely overlooked — giv 
Ing a show which feeds the eye but 
goes no farther. Even the quite 
lavish costumes used in Much Ado 
were not distracting to the audience, 
as they blendéd with the back' 
ground and set the period (host 
adequately. 

Coinciding with this performance 
has been an exhibition of Shake- 
speare and the Theatre, on display 
at the Redpath Library. The exhi 
bition is very complete, giving a 
good pictorial description of Eli 
zabethan times, their buildings, 
costumes, and type of life. FolIoW' 
ing this is a display of the writer's 
birthplace, Stralford-on-Avc=, 
small,, romantic and picturesque 
town^ There are also numerous por 
traits of Shakespeare, and pictures 
of typical sixteenth- and seven 
teenth-ccntury stages, giving proof 
of the authenticity .of the set used 
In Much Ad^îiéàding up to more 
modern times are pictures reprC' 
scntlng various settings lor many 
of the plays, showing the possible 
scope for imaginative powers. 
Among them are pictures of scenes 
from Webster productions, includ 
ing one. or two from the production 
of Othello that was here. Finally 
there is a display of the instruments 
used, and even scores of the music 
played. 

Drawing all the dramatic activity 
of the city together is the exhibi 
tion. on display at the gallery of 
the Art Association of Montreal, 
of the set designs used In projects 
throughout the year. They include, 
of course, not only pictures of the 
sets themselves, but designs of cos 
tuming, actual models of the sets 
wherever they are appropriate, and 
photographs of the final produc- 
tions. Included among them Is a mo 
del of the Shakespearian set of Much 
Ado, as well as contributions from 
French and English organizations. 

The designs all show a definite 
Interest in more modern forms, so 
that the straight box-set is not à 
dominant factor. Fantasy is present, 
with a show of vivid imagination, 
a certain amount of expressionism, 
and one or two arc almost abstract. 
One of the main points which seems 
to project itself is the increasing 
importance in the value of light 
ing. We have seen what a vital part 
it can play, fro;n the production 
here in Moyse Hall of Everyman, 
and its posiibillties are definitely 
influencing local production groups, 
Just as they have already influenced 
many larger professional ones. 

There has been a strong force 
in action in local theatre over the 
past season, and it has been a uni 
fying one. It has brought definite, 
tangible results which many of us 
have been able to witness. Let us 
hope it will continue into the next 
season, for It is extremely encour- 
aging.

San Francisco. May 16.— (CUP)— Thsy say 
that even in normal times San Francisco is a 
thoroughly cosmopolitan city. Today the na- 
tives are decidedly in the minority, and the 
variety ot languages la quite confusing. The 
average newspaper man, however, manages 
to get along very well In most respects, both 
at his job and during his spare time. 

Ihc Journalistic day has a fairly regular 
pattern, with variable dégrecs of excitement 
depending on thè special events which may 
occur. You awaken with a start at 7.30 a.m. 
to the" pcrslsteht toll ot the telephone beside 
yoiirj|bcd,^nd you lift the receiver, and ask 
the operator to ring you again In fiftèêh'min- 
utcs in case you go back to sleep. You bircak* 
fast at 8.30 and read all the newspapers you 
can lay your hands on, especially the Invalu- 
able Conference edition of The New York 
Times, which is wireohotoed from New York 
every morning. Most correspondents read 
tilts paper religiously, as you can find out 
everything that goes on liy reading in par- 
ticular James Reston, who seems to have a 
direct pipeline from the State Department. 
He hfs done a wonderful Job for The Times 
on covering the Conference. 

At 10 a.m. you and all your other Cana- 
dian correspondents attend Lester B. Fear- 
son's press conference. Mr. Pearson is, of 
course. Canadian Ambassador to the United 
States, and since his dallv conferences are 
off the record a very valuable background 
is given out. At 11 a.m. you hear that thé 
Big Five are meeting, and so you expect that 
a conference will be called soon; sure enough, 



at 12.30 a j^ress conference is announced, and 
you hurry over to the Fairmont Hotel to meet 
one of the Foreign Secretaries. 

You rarely know who it will be until you 
arrive. It may be Mr. Eden, with his frank 
and sincere manner which has impressed 
everyone here. There is no doubt that he has 
been the key figure here at all times: he has 
done bis work extremely well, and has raised 
Britain's prestige to a new high. Or It maV 
be Mr. Molotov, with his quick wit and rapid- 
fire answers, who seems to talk for an hour 
and yet say nothing; he Is probably the most 
sought-after man at the Conference, and of 
course he Is never found. Mr. Pavlov, his 
intenretcr. translates at an amazing speed 
and in fliiént English: it is rumored that Mr. 
Molotov knows more English than. he will 
admit, but When asked about this he replied, 
"1 will confirm that when I am able." 

Mr. Stettlnius's conferences are always 
efficient and well organized. Since he has 
the double Job of running the Conference as 
well as being head ot the American delega- 
tion, be is invariably rushing around In a 
very great hurry. "Ihere has been a great 
deal^ of criticism in the American press of 
Mr. Stettiniiis's ability; it is true that he lacks 
the certain "it" which makes the other Four 
click with the press and the public, but he 
is a hard worker and certainly has the tough- 
est job of all, and so far he has done reason- 
ably ''well. 

M. Bidault, the French Foreign Minister, 
rarely meets the press. He has not yet press- 
ed France's position as a world power to any 
great extent, but seems to be biding his time, 
atiU on the fringe of the Big Four. Mr. T. 
V. Soong. the Chinese Foreign Minister, also 
refrains from meeting the press or saying 



very much, but is doing a good Job for China 
and winning many friends. 

At late noon-hour you eat a hurried lunch, 
and make your way to the Press Room in the 
Veterans' Building to see what may be doing 
for the rest of the day, and perhaps to try 
and dash off a story. Then you brief your- 
self on Dumbarton Oaks amendments, and 
try to digest the reams of available propa- 
ganda. By this time most of the day's work 
has usually been completed, and you relax 
at the Press Club or take advantage of the 
many tours and trips which have been 
arranged for the delegates and the press. 

San Francisco and the State Department 
have been extremely,, generous^and.. thought- 
ful in providing ' ê'htiertalhmêht.'' There are 
trips by automobile all over the San Fran- 
cisco area and the adjacent cities; you can 
see the city from above by plane or by Navy 
blimp, and you can tour the busy harbor by 
boat; and there are shows and concerts ot all 
kinds with leading stars of both stage and 
screen. One of the outstanding events for 
the press was a tour of the entire San Fran- 
cisco Bay area on the S.S. Ernie Pyle, on 
which more than 800 newspaper and radio 
men were regaled with five bars, a group of 
strolling musicians, and a full Army band. 

It must be said that all Canadians may be 
very proud of the way in which the Cana- 
dian delegation have handléd themselves at 
the Conference. Praise has come from all 
sides, with thé single exception of the notor- 
ious isolationist Chicago Tribune. The group 
have worked together well and efficiently, 
even though composed ot members of very 
dlff%rent creeds in domestic politics; and the 
future of Canada's foreign policy would seem 
safely assured in any of their hands.-

Musical America's Radio Poll 



Musical America, leading profes- 
sional journal ' of the American 
musical world, has just released the 
results of its second annual poll, on 
broadcfst miisic, conducted during 
the month ot April among music 
editors of daily newspapers 
throughout the United States and 
Canada. More than SOO editors, The 
Daily's Feature Editor included, 
participated in the poll, voting for 
outstanding performers and pro- 
grams in 18 different categories and 
giving opinions on four significant 
questions pertaining to radio pro 
cedurcs and policies with regard to 
musical broadcasts. The results, 
with The Daily's votes appended 
for comparison,, follow; ^ 

The outstanding musical evèht of 
the radio year was the four-day 
tribute which all networks paid to 
the memory of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt on April 12-15, the poll 
decided: The Daily, whoso vote was 
filed before the President's death, 
had chosèn the performance by thè 
New York Philharmonic (CBS) of 
the new Dmitri Shostakovitch or 
chestratlon of Moussorgsky's "Bo- 
ris Godounow", with the great Bus 
siSn basso Alexander Kipnis as 
Soloist. 

Wagner's "Die Meistcrsinger von 
Nuernberg", broadcast by the Bluè 
Network on Saturday afternoon, 
Feb. 10, from the stage of the Me- 
tropolitan Optra House in New 
York, wàk èhoién as the otilstaiid- 
Ing opera pertôrmfncè ot the year; 
The Daily placed this second be- 
hind the Mel's charming revival of 
Beethoven's "Fidelio" under the 
baton of Bruno Waltcn 

Title ot the nation's finest sym- 
phony orchestra is shâred by the 
New York Philharmonic, (CBS) of 
which Arthur Rodzlnski is perman- 
ent conductor, and the Boston Sym- 
phony (Blue), directed by the dis- 
tinguished .veteran Serge Koussc- 
vltsky. The Dally was on thè latter 
side ot the fence. 

Among programs of operatic 
character, apart from opera broad- 
casts proper, "Metropolitan Opera, 
U.S.A." (Blue) was selected. The 
Daily concurring; this is a half- 
boUr broadcast preiehting establish- 
ed stars ot thè Metropolitan's roster. 

Arturo Toscanini and Bruno Wal- 
ter were chosen as outstanding 
symphony f nd opera conductôrs rè- 
spceUvely, for the sfecond conse- 
cutive yèar In both casés; there Is^ 
allff èll, no other conductor of the 
présent day— not even Kousscvlts- 
ky or Ormandy— who belongs in the 
sfoe bréfth with this unique and 
immortal pi^ir. ■ 

Or. 'FrfQk Blfék. NBC's vétéran 
musical director, \yas named as the 
leading program conductor; The 
Daily agreed. The Telephone Hour 
(NBC) was adjudged the best of 
the orchestra-wlth-ffattired-sololsts 
programs; The D^ily preferred 
André. Kôsteianetz's balt-bour of 
rich arrangements on CBS's' Sun- 
day afternoon. Among the musical 
vàrieties the winner was James 
Melton's "Texaco Star Theatre." 

From two loiig lists of regularly 
featurfd singers, Gladys' Swàrthout 
and John Charles TÏiomas emerged 
victorious; The Daily voted for Mri 



Thomas without much hesitation, 
but left Miss Swarthout far down 
the list in favour of thè very pro- 
mising prodigy Patrice Munsel. 
Among singers occasionally featur- 
ed, Marian Anderson, the great 
Negro ■ contralto, and Ezio Pinza, 
statuesque basso of the Metropoli- 
tan, were the aggregate winners; 
The Dally could hardly have placed 
anyone ahead of Miss Anderson, but 
felt Mr. Pinza to stand second to a 
lesser voice but a greater singer, 
Alexander Kipnis. 

CBS's Stradivari Orchestra led 
the small ensembles, with The 
Daily's vote going to last year's 
winner, Alfred Wallensteln's Sin 
fonletta. Mutual's "Symphonies for 
Youth" headed the educational pro 
grams, though CBS was The Daily's 
choice. Milton Cross (Blue) won out 
among the announcers. The Dally 
preferring Bernard Dudley (CBS). 
Alec Templcton's Inventive wit 
placed him at the head of the rcg 
ubrly featured instrumental soloists 
The Dally voted for organist E, 
Power Biggs. Among those occa 
sionally featured. The Daily made 
what it felt was a rather Individual 
Isilc choice in Robert Casadcsu;, 
and was pleasantly surprised to 
find thè likeable Frènch pianist an 
intèrnàtiohâl tèléction. 

The final seelion of the poll was 
a group of four questions, two of 
them concerned with radio's con 
tribution to contemporary musical 
development, and two dealing with 
the nature and conduct of musical 
broadcasts. 

The first of these asked whether 
radio has played an impartant role 
in the development of miisical ap 
prccialion In the community; 88 
per cent. The Dally among them, 
felt that It has. The Daily's com- 
ment was to the effect that, par- 
ticularly here In Montreal, the com 
muhlty had been ^..experiencing a 
general mtisical rêhatssancè, and 
that while radio had certainly 
played a considerable part, the Im 
plication was not justified that 
radio's was the outslihdlng contri- 
bution. 

The second question 'dealt -with 
the achievement of radio in promo- 
ting new talent among performers 
and composé». The general feeling 
among thè editors' repliés was thàt 
radio could do more then, IL has 
thus far done; The Dally stoAd with 
the 60^ who were of this mind- 
though some ot thè dissenters felt 
that radio had already done too 
mtich to further modern music! 

Opinions' on the third question, 
asking approval or disapproval of 
hybrid classical-popular musical 
programs, was èxactiy evenly di- 
vided; The Daily was opposed, ex- 
cept on the common mèeting- 
grouhd of the lighter classics and 
the more substantial popular c6m- 
poïltlons. The final question dealt 
with the presentation of serious 
musical artists in the roles of radio 
comedians or masters of ceremonies 
and drew from 82% of the editors 
(Thè Daily included) a storn) of ex- 
pressive and well-chosen disap- 
proval.

Bernard Naylor

Bernard Naylor is a tall, slender , cided to remain and to pursue his 



Englishman of quiet, pleasant man 
ner apd careful speech, who finds 
difficulty repressing a very active 
enthusiasm whenever he speaks 
about music, and particularly about 
the music for which tie has founded, 
organized, and directed the Little 
Symphony Society of Montreal. 

He comes, as do so many musi- 
cians, from a decidedly musical 
family; in fact, he represents the 
fourth consecutive generation of 
professional musicians. His .father 
was a lecturer in the history ot mu- 
sic at Cambridge, and It was in that 
charming university town that he 
himself was bom and raised. He 
showed a promising Interest In mu- 
sic from an early agi, and was only 
sixteen when he won an open scho- 
larship for composition to the Royal 
College of Music in London. 

At the Royal College he studied 
for three years under the guidance 
of Vaughan Williams, who today is 
recogniced as England's outstand- 
ing contemporary composer; Gus- 
tav Hoist, and John Ireland, From 
London he went next to Oxford, 
entering the university's Exeter 
College on the strength of a tour- 
year scholarship; and on his grad- 
uation, his active musical career 
began. 

Having established himself in 
England, he visited Canada for the 
first time in 1932, settling in Win- 
nipeg to become cônductor of a 
large choir and orchestra. He re- 
turned home atter three years 
there, becoming organist at Oxford 
and working for his Bachelor of 
Music Degree at Qtieen's College. 
He also attamed the directorship ol 
the Oxford Chamber Orchèstra, re- 
maining for a total of four years, 
and then resigning early In 1839 to 
return to Canada. 

On his second visit here, he came 
to judge the Canadian Festivals 
music competition of 1940; he de 



career in this country, and accord- 
ingly settled in Montréal. Two 
years later, in 1042, he embarked 
upon the venture which now oc- 
cupies the greater part of his time 
and effort— the Little Symphony. 
Society of Montreal. 

The reason for the Little Sym- 
phony, he said, was originally his 
own desire to organize a small or- 
chestra which could perform the 
wealth ot music written for such 
a group, and present It in a hall 
ot suffldintiy intimate proportions 
to allow the music to sound as the 
composer had originally intended 
it should. For this is the music 
which, despite its extraordinary 
quality, is very rarely performed 
because ot the dearth of small or- 
chestras. 

The chief virtue of a small sym- 
phony orchestra, he explained, is 
that it can pay attention to a griat 
deal of music which a full-sized or- 
chestra should never attempt to 
play and usually has no time to 
bother with. Mozart and his con- 
temporaries wrote for orehéslras ot 
33 to 40 men; and there is a large 
amount of contemporary music, 
most of it composed shortly atter 
the last war, which was delifaer- 
alley written for ensembles ot ap< 
proximately that size. Before 1939. 
therefore, little symphonies were to 
be found all over the European 
continent — all of them eminently 
successful in this field. 

The small hall, loo, is essential, or 
nothing is achleved-^for the orches- 
tra must soiind big In Its space, and 
not small. Thus the Little Sym- 
phony of Montreal, fortunate in the 
size of its hall, and limited by its 
own wish to apprôxinwtély;f40Îln^^^^ 
strumentc, looks forward to succès» 
sive seasons of expanding activity 
with Mr. Naylor at its helm.'

These 
teams played an elimination scries 
which saw Arts and Science Blacks 
drop a decision to Engineering II 
by default while Grads subdued an 
Engineering III squad. In the finals, 
Engineering II, which had been 
beaten twice by the Grads, came 
back to swamp their opponents and 
walk off with the Gunn Trophy 
emblematic of softball supremacy. 

During the winter months three 
types of Intramiiiral sports were of- 
fered, including basketball, volley 
ball and hockey. The hoop schedule 
consisted of three round robin 
series.'
